A reader whose name might indicate Italian 
sympathies, wants to know if I can't say some- 
thing good about Mussolini. 

That isn't difficult. I'm happy to oblige. 

Mussolini's work in disciplining the Italian 
people and bringing Italy into the forefront of 
the European nations, speaxs 
for itself. But I prefer to 
refer to a public work of his 
that all Christian nations 
might well emulate. He has 
prohibited “crooners” from 
Italian radio programs. That 
goes a long way towards 
making the world safe for 
democracy. 

There seems to be no 
closed season for crooners., 
Every month of the year is

theirs, If it isn't “In June, beneath the moon,” 
or “’neath the summer sky of sweet July,” then

To reduce the crooner crop I'd thought of 
urging the government to make it compulsory 
that all youngsters have their adenoids re- 
moved. But Mussolini's way is better. Viva, 
Il Duce! 


The African adventure seems likely to be- 
come a tragedy to Italy, If so, it is morally cer- 
tain that Mussolini will go. He doubtless 
remembers the history of another Italian whose 
career he has paralleled. 

On March 15, 1814, following the defeat of 
the Russian and Prussian corps at St. Priest, 
Paris fired 30 guns in honor of Napoleon. Five 
weeks later to the day, Napoleon was in a car- 
riage on his way to embark on an English 
frigate for Elba, attended by an escort of 
twenty-five troopers, and four allied commis- 
sioners. 

The historian writes: 

“This escort was by no means super- 
fluous, The man who in other days had 
ridden gloriously beneath triumphal arches 
was greeted at Avignon with cries of hatred 
and savage imprecations; so aggressive was 
the populace that the commissioners were 
obliged to intervene. At Orgon and Lambesc 
there were similar scenes. At Saint- 
Cannat the emperor's coach was stoned and 
its windows broken. As the party was 
passing Aix the subprefect had the gates of 
the town closed, so as to restrain the popu- 
lace from pouring forth to vent their 
animosity.”

Some non-British observers of foreign poli- 
tics are wondering whether Britain didn’t 
purposely allow Mussolini rope with which to 
hang himself. 

Mussolini behaved with tact before sending 
troops to Ethiopia, He asked the judgment of 
Premier Laval of France. Laval gave him his 
blessing and some good advice—to go into 
Ethiopia as the French had gone into Morocco, 
a district at a time. 

Then Mussolini sounded out London. The 
British Foreign Office replied that it was not 
ready to discuss the subject. It is said that 
informally the Italians were given much the 
same advice as Laval had given them. Mussolini 

nt ahead, piling up men and munitions in 
trea and Somaliland. When Mussolini was 
ready to go ahead on a grand scale England 
awoke and made protest. Hence the Italian cry

The explanation of those who understand 
the Englis aracter, is that Britain was ready 
to turn a blind eye to Italian penetration on a 
small scale, but Mussolini became suddenly 
bitten with megalomania—a disease which 
usually overtakes dictators—and made the 
blunder of engaging in a large scale war of 
conquest. 


Britain has interests in the Lake Tana region, 
which feeds the headwaters of the blue Nile. 
Were Mussolini to overcgme Ethiopia, what 
safeguards would there be that he would not 
strike at the Sudan, or at Egypt, or menace the 
Suez Canal route to India. Alarmed at the pros- 
pect England and France offered him conces- 
sions in Ethiopia at the Paris conference in 
July. By that time the megalomania had Mus- 
solini in its grip and he refused terms. He 
wanted And now he has it—with 50 
nations imposing financial and economic sanc- 
tions that will draw the blood out of Italy's 
veins.

Exercise 


By DOCTOR FRANK NcCoy 


One of the definitions of exercise given in 
the dictionary is “activity for health.” That 
definition perfectly explains the principle of 
exercising, the principle of being active for the 
sake of better health. 

The purpose of exercise is to develop the 
muscles of the body and the 
chief law of muscular 
development is: a muscle in- 
creases in strength only when 
used, You can not make a 
muscle grow stronger by con- 
tinuous rest—it will grow 
stronger only as you use it 
in active movement. The 
process of strengthening the 
muscles by exercise will be 
accompanied by an increase 
in energy and well-being. 
At the same time, further benefits are secured, 
as the exercise will improve the circulation of 
the blood. Exercise will, in addition, insure a 
more perfect assimilation of the food taken, 
this assimilation being at its best when the 
muscles are sufficiently exercised to call for 
plenty of nourishment. 


Whereas most kinds of work are enervating, 
graduated exercises, taken with a definite 
object in view, will be productive of very good 
results. Exercise may be used to good advan- 
tage both by those of normal strength who 
wish to remain in condition, and by those who 
wish to increase both strength and endurance. 
Those who take up exercise and make this a 
regular daily habit, become enthusiastic be- 
lievers in it, being convinced solely by the 
results obtained, such as a sharpening of the 
appetite; the return of sound, restful sleep; 
improvement of the complexion; and a zest for 
living. The kind of exercise which is preferable 
is that kind taken out of doors such as hiking, 
swimming, tennis, skating, golfing, etc. But 
these play exercises should be supplemented 
by calisthenics, or physical culture exercises 
which are so arranged as to develop every part 
of the muscular structure of the body. 

In starting to exercise stiff, flabby muscles, 
there is one very important point to keep in 
mind and that is to begin slowly, gradually 
increasing your calisthenics as your increase in 
strength permits. In this way, all of the 
undesirable effects such as soreness of the 
muscles and discouragement will be entirely 
avoided. Do only a few exercises at first and 
do each one only a few times. 


In my experience with patients, I have found 
it necessary to work out an exercising regimen 
which is safe for the average person to follow. 
Strenuous or difficult exercises must be avoided 
by the person whose muscles are untrained or 
flabby. The exercises as given must also 
provide for a development of the muscles of 
the whole body and particularly those of the 
torso or trunk. The exercises which I finally 
found to meet these requirements have been 
described in a five paged article on EXERCISE 
AND DIGESTION and I will be glad to send 
a copy of this article to you.

Now that winter is arriving, when there is a 
tendency to neglect exercise, it is especially 
desirable to begin taking calisthenics. By reg- 
ular exercise you will enjoy better health 
throughout the winter and also induce the 
muscular development which alone preserves 
an attractive figure. Those of you who wish to 
increase in strength and endurance in a prac- 
tical, sensible way, in your own home, would 
do well to begin exercising regularly.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1854 a ship ar- 
rived at Victoria, Vancouver Is- 
land, which made history, It was 
the barque Princess Royal with 


miners and their families to 
work in the then recently found 
coal deposits at and around Na- 
naimo. The ship had taken four 
long months to make the voyage; 
the passage around the Horn had 
been terrible (not a few were 
swept overboard), and _ other 
storms as the ship made her way 
north caused these north-country- 
men to wonder why the western 
ocean had ever been called the 
Pacific, for to them, as to others 
in later years, it was worse than 
the Atlantic. 

The newcomers had their trials 
on land also, but with British 
pluck they overcame them, set- 
tled down and produced that 
sturdy breed of mine workers 
who have by force of unity com- 
pe'led the mine owners to realise 
that miners are human beings 
and not slaves. 

Until a few years ago the pas-

HERE'S AN IDEA 

Editor, Bulletin: This is intend- 
ed as an open letter to the AM.A 

Amongst the great number of 
others who have gone into the 
ditch and been killed, injured, 
wrecked, ete, we have lately had 
two cabinet minis‘ers added to 
that increa:ing toll but I have 
yet to hear of any attempt be- 
ing made to obviate or minimize 
thie great danger to the automor 
bile riding public, the ones who 
pay such a large and constantly 
increasing portion of taxation, 

To my way of thinking this 
danger exists solely from the lack 
of brains, commonsense or ordin- 
ary ability of those who have 
been in charge of highway con- 
struction, to iUlustrate: 

There is a road allowance of 
66 feet which at present is used 
as follows, @ 20 foot strip in the 
centre of this 66 feet is gravelled, 
on each side there is another 3 or 
4 feet of soft shoulder generally 
covered with loose gravel kicked 
out by the tires, a plece every 
motorist dreads and keeps away 
from as much as possible, next to 
this soft shoulder there is a ditch, 
so called, running anything from 
3 feet to 6 feet deep by from 4 


to 8 feet wide, or more, usually 
this has been gouged out to build 
up the road grade, then from 
there to the edge of the road al- 
lowence there is not less than 11 
feet of space not utilized in any 
way. Can anyone, imagine a 
greater menace? What with the 
combination of soft shoulder and 
the brilliant brains of automobile 
manufacturers making left hand 
drive cars for right hand roads 
this makes every driver keep to 
the centre of the gravelled strip 
as much as possible (if he is a 
road hog he generally straddles 
it) with the result that other 
drivers either have to risk being 
hit or are forced out on the soft 
shoulder with the general result 
of go.ng into the ditch and are 
lucky if they only turn over 
Now to obviate this should be 
one of the simplest of problems. 
Take your 20 feet of gravelled 
centre as at present, using it as 
the crown of the road, then from 
the edge of the gravel gradually 
slope your dirt, just sufficient for 
natural drainage, for a width of 
16 or 18 feet and then you can 
make your ditch at the edge of 
the road allowance, where it 
should be. By this method a car 
forced off grade, skid or general- 
ly get out of control the driver 
would have more than sufficient 
width to again secure control 
without having to worry about 
the ditch. It would also have the 
tendency to keep drivers from 
hugging the centre of the road 
and also allow any car having 
trouble to park off the gravel and 
not on, this being a great danger, 
especially at night From the 
roadmaker’s point of view it 
should remove the standing water 
at the side of the gravel, a matter 
which is very hard on the road. 


Now that the A.M.A. have 
succeeded at last in getting the 
road to Jasper would this not be 
one of the finest things for them 
to take up, With the road mach- 
inery the government already 
have it should cost very little,
